One is to do some basic 50- 
ciological and psychological re- 
search to find out why girls and 
women make the choices they do, 
guch as preferring the arts over 
the sviences. I doubt that there is 
any innate feminine intellectual in- 
feriority in scientific thinking: I 
would tend to think these chcices 
are the result of stereotypes and 
gocial pressures. But good research 
could verify that. Secondly, this 
would be a good time for an inten- 
sive educational campaign among 
girls about to leave elementary 


. school or high school, letting them 
knew all the possibilities which ex- 


ist and encouraging them to fulfil 
their individual potential and to use 
their talents to the maximum.” 
However, as Dr, Greidinger her- 
self pointed out, the maximum may 
not be.attainable for the woman 
with a family. “When male research- 
ers are offered the chance to go 
off for a week to do research in 
another part of the country, they 
are thrilled. Women usually cannot 
take on such jobs... But of course, 
there is a great deal of satisfaction 
in raising 8 family, and this com- 
pensates for whatever professional 
opportunities have to be sacrificed.” 
Dr. Greidinger has four children, 
ranging in age from eight to 22.
